RESOLVED, That the sum of $20,000 be and hereby is 
appropriated for each of years 1891 and 1892 for the 
current expense of the county.

RESOLVED, That the sum of $1250 be and hereby is 
appropriated to repair the Jail house, ell and stable at 
Lancaster and procure electric lights for the Court House 
and Jail.

RESOLVED, That the sum of $750 is hereby raised for 
the purpose of procuring a sufficient water supply at the 
new Jail and Jail house at Lancaster and that the County 
Commissioners are hereby ‘authorized to make any nec- 
essary contracts for the procurement and joint use of the 


same.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF CoOS COUNTY: 


The Commissioners of the County of Coos agreeably 
to the laws of the state, herewith submit their report for 
the twenty months ending December 3lst, 1892, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of the Almshouse, 
Physician, Clerk of the Court, Sheriff, Jailor, Solicitor, 
County Treasurer and Auditors. 

Owing to the change of time for making the county 
report from May Ist to Jan’y Ist, by concerted action 
of the Commissioners of all the counties of the state there 
were no reports made in May 1892, but the present report 
covers all the time from May lst, 1891, to Dec. 31st 1892 
inclusive. 

During the time since our last report was made we 
have done quite extensive repairs on the Almshouse build- 
ings, including building over the grainary basement, and 
painting the buildings. There has been a silo finished off 
in the barn during the past season and four acres of corn 





raised and used for ensilage, which we are satisfied is an 


improvement that will be permanent. 

The Jail house at Lancaster has been thoroughly re. 
paired and remodeled, the ell has been built new and the 
barn taken down and rebuilt on another site. With the 
improvement in the buildings and grounds about the jail 
there has been a change which the citizens of the village . 
of Lancaster at least can appreciate. 

The Court House at Colebrook has been newly roofed 
with steel roofing, the basement wall rebuilt, and the 
house newly painted, agreeably to a vote of the county 
convention of 1891. Electric lights have been put in the 
Court House at Lancaster and also in the jail, and a water 
supply secured forthe Court House and Jail from the 
Lancaster Water Company, which has recently put in 
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a new system of water works in Lancaster, so that the 
supply of water at the jail is now fully adequate for all 
purposes. . 

The affairs of the county relating to paupers in the 
several towns in the county not under the immediate 
supervision of the County Commissioners have as a rule 
been well attended to, but in exceptional cases there has 
been errors that have cost the county too much, and in 
several towns there has been neglect in notifying the 
Commissioners of cases that the county is expected to 
assume the expense of until it has been impossible to 
manage them for the best interests of the county. 

During the year the county debt has been refunded at 
four per cent, instead of five, which has been paid for 
years, and the interest made payable at the two National 
Banks, at Lancaster and Colebrook. 

The death rate at the Almshouse has been larger dur- 
ing the past twenty months proportionally than during 
the preceding year, but when we consider the condition 
of the inmates when they enter the institution, and that 
during the past year it has been the purpose of the Com- 
missioners to take the worst cases there, (if in a condition 
to be moved) we are obliged to admit the death rate to 
be comparatively low, anda glance at the Physician's 
report will show that the deaths are largely of the aged. 


The Commissioners have in so far as practicable takea 


all cases of broken limbs to the Almshouse during the. 


past year, and find it much the best way for the patient 
and much cheaper for the county, although these cases 
must have added somewhat to the per capita per week 
expense at the farm. 


There has been a radical change made in the method 
of keeping and auditing the accounts of the county dur- 
ing the past twenty months by the Commissioners which 
they trust will prove on trial satisfactory. 

The financial condition of the county is not as good as 
could be wished. The pauper expense has been largely 
increased during the past two years by the increase of 
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population in the county, also by the numerous accidents 
caused in building railways. The amount appropriated 
for current expenses of the county for the three years 
last past has been $25,000 for the first two and $20,000 
for the past year, which makes an aggregate of $20,000 
less than for the preceding three years; this in connection 
with the fact that under the old system of accounting no 
outstanding indebtedness was reported except notes owing 
by the county, will account for some of the increase and 
apparent increase in the indebtedness of the county. 

Owing to the large increase of inmates at the jail and 
the unusual expense in the Donelly murder case and the 
Williams cases, the cost in this respect to the county has 
been several thousand dollars in excess of the usual 
amount. 

There is absolute necessity for a new building at the 
aAlmshouse for the accommodation of the insane, the 
present building is entirely inadequate and is located as 
badly as possible. There should also in connection with 
the institution be some suitable rooms fitted up for the 
sick, especially in cases of contagious diseases where the 
patients could be isolated from the other inmates. 

The superintendent and matron, Mr. and Mrs. F. G. 
Marshall, claim the thanks of the public as well as of the 
inmates of the Almshouse for their good management of 
that institution. The school at the Almshouse will com- 
pare favorably with other schools of the size in the 
county. 


The Treasurer's Report herewith is referred to for the 
county's financial standing. The apparent increase of the 
county debt is $11,186.98. The present indebtedness 
$24,830.74. 

The ‘‘insurance cases” are, as at the time of our last 
report, in the U. S. Supreme Court and slowly approach- 
ing a hearing. | 

To the Overseers of the Poor in the county we would 
express our thanks for the interest they have taken in the 
care of the unfortunate poor, and would especially request 
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Lae the first week of ech term of court aint 
claims which the several towns hold gabe” the co 
for the support of paupers. ee.

WEST STEWARTSTOWN, N. H., Oct. 15, 792. 
lo the County Commissioners of Coos County: 

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit herewith the 
annual report of the Coos County Poor Farm, together 
with the record of deaths in that institution during the 
year. ; 

I must again bring to your notice the fact, that the 
majority of deaths are among those sezz to the institution 
during the year, who upon admission are in the last stages 
of disease, acute and chronic, and beyond the aid of all 
medical skill and science. The inmates are, as a rule, 
a very contented class, and the percentage of sickness 
among them is exceedingly low indeed. I account for 
this in a large measure by their placid lives, and by the 
care and attention bestowed upon them by Mr. Freeman 
G. Marshall, the estimable superintendent, and his worthy — 
staff. In the latter part of October I removed from W. 
Stewartstown and consequently relinquished my duties at 
the Coos Farm, the work being now ably performed by 
my friend and confrere, Dr. Ward.

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REPORT OF DR. A. WARD. 


To the Commissioners of Coos County: 

GENTLEMEN: My repoit as physician to the Coos 
County Almshouse covers the period from Oct. 17, 1892, 
(at which time my services began), up to Jan. Ist, 1893. 

During that time the following inmates have died: 

Oct. 30, 1822, Benj. Merrill, aged 70, chronic dysent’y. 

Navace...* Mary Indian, aged 50, hip joint disease. 

Weeiws. * Gilman Courser, aged 49, chronic chorea. 

There has been an unusual amount of sickness during 
the time, the cases requiring the most care having been 
brought here sick and in very bad condition, and in this 
connection permit to say a few words from a medical 
standpoint, in regard to the absolute needs of the insti- 
tution. For some time it has been a well recognized fact 
the portion of the buildings used.to confine the insane 
are not what they should be. The buildings were not 
originally well planned as regards heating and ventilation, 
and now they are old and extremely hard to keep in 
proper condition so as to render unfortunate inmates com- 
fortable. 

Closely allied to this subject is the care of the sick, 
which has heretofore been accomplished in the various 
rooms scattered all over the building. It appears to me 
that a wise economy would dictate that a suitable build- 
ing should be added, with rooms of good size, well ventil- 
ated and so constructed that they can be thoroughly 
cleaned and fumigated after having been used for Seeks 
suffering from contagious diseases. 

This in brief is what is needed and in my opinion it is 
only necessary for it to be generally known in order for 
public sentiment to indorse what is so manifestly needed.

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SOLICITOR'S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 

Since making my last annual report as prosecuting 
officer for Coos county but one serious crime has been 
committed within the body of the county: the killing of 
William M. Wilson at Berlin, by John Donnelly on the 
28th day of May, 1891. For: this crime Donnelly was 
indicted at the October Term of court following its com- 
mission, for murder in the second degree, tried by a jury 
and convicted. He was thereupon sentenced by presid- 
ing Justice William M. Chase to thirty years at hard labor 
in the State Prison. His defense was insanity. Since his 
incarceration he has committed suicide. The county has 
not, since my last report, been involved in any litigation — 
of a civil nature, excepting the old suits still pending in 
the law court for the recovery of the insurance on the 
Court House destroyed by fire at Lancaster. 

I desire to respectfully call the attention of magistrates 
throughout the county to the importance of filing with 
Clerk of the Court, M. A. Hastings, at Lancaster, imme- 
diately prior to each grand jury term of our court, held 
on the third Tuesday of October and first Tuesday of 
February of each year, certified copies of complaints and 
warrants, and recognizances, heard and taken before them. 
This will save the Solicitor much annoyance and insure 
the prompt payment of taxable costs in all proper cases. 

At the October Term, 1891, the following indictments 
were found by the grand jury, viz: 





John Donnelly, murder second degree,tried, found guilty, sentence, thirty years. 

Abraham Labrador, fraudulently altering check, released on personal recogniz- 
ance. 

Robert Minard, assault, six months in jail. 

George Robarge and Dola Paquette, both minors, larceny, released on bail, not 
to be brought forward during good behavior. 

George LeGro, cruelty to animals, plea guilty, aS one year.
